Whether Gillmor's attack bodes 
ill for welfare programs in the 
upcoming General Assembly is, at 
this time, unknown. Republican 
moderates such as Pfeifer may not 
bé looking at welfare benefit cuts 
as a way to help reduce state 
spending in the event of a tax 
reduction. But Gillmor’s statement 

_ may be the first volley in the war 
for '86--although it will probably 
not be the last. And, the state's 
poorest citizens may be unwitting 
casualties.

Administration first floated the 
idea, it has not fought for it as 
strongly as it fights for cuts in 
social programs. 

Perhaps the most positive step 
the President could fight for right 
now is elimination of taxation of 


poor people. Many of the working 
poor pay higher taxes than the 
affluent who benefitted from the 
Administration's tax cuts. 


The Treasury's new tax reform 
plan would do away with taxes on 
the poor. Whatever the merits of 
the rest of the plan, this feature 
should be made the centerpiece of 
the Administration's economic 
program in 1985.

If the President follows through 
on these suggestions he can win 
the respect of those who disagree 
with his broad policies, while' 
ensuring that 1985 is a year that 
defuses the dangerous polariza- 
tion ss ad land.
